The Bonds Presented by Emmoni Burr 


Are Not Accepted by Sheriff Leahy. 


Now at the Oounty Building. 


The matter of securing a necessary 


bond to ensure his freedom, seems to 
cause Emmons Burr no little trouble. 
While tie has secured fourteen sign- 
ers, and made a demand on Sheriff 
Leahy this morning to accept, the de- 
mand was refused, that officer deem- 
ing the bond insufficient. 
It will be 


remembered that Mr. Burr is under 
bonds of $15,000 to not leave the 
state, pending litigation that has 
been commenced against him, and 
although it is nearly two weeks since 
this order was issued by Judge Webb, 
the surety offered is not yet deemed 
satisfactory. Those who have signed 
the bond are A. M. Nelson, John 
Finch, J. P. Malick, T. J. Donlevey, 
J. A. Bremmer, Wm. N. Creasey, 
Wm. Carley, Geo. McMulkius, C. C. 
Myers, J. P. Dorsey, J. C. Campbell, 
P. W. Clark, Dr. John Phillips and 
P. 1S 
T. Peterson. 
All but Finch, Dor- 


sey, Carley, Campbell and Clark 
justified in amounts varying from 
$500 to $4,000 each, making a total 
of $16,000. Mr. Burr is at the court 
house today, in charge of a deputy, 
and until the court grants the motion 
of his attorneys to dissolve the order 
under which he is now held, or 
additional bonds are secured, he will 
not be released. 


Didn't Care to Walk. 


Wm. Loss, who lives in the town 


of Hull, three miles east of this city, 
came to town last Saturday evening, 
starting for home between nine and 
ten o'clock. When a mile east of town 
he stopped to get a glass of beverage, 
and when he came out his horse was 
missing.

BEFORE THE COURT. 


Kmmon* Burr i* Questioned M to Hi* 


Property Int»resta.-lCany Inter- 


esting Fact* .Brought Out. 


Less than two weeks ago, E. 


Pflffner as receiver of the suspended 
Commercial bank, asked for an order 
citing Etumons Burr to appear and 
give testimony as to the disposition 
of his property, and this was Issued 
by Judge Webb. Wednesday was the 
day set for hearing before Judge 
Murat, and It was then adjourned 
until Friday. 
At this time the 


examination was commenced, 
the 


receiver being represented by J. H. 
Brennao and D. E. Frost and the 
defendant by G. W. Gate. Burr first, 
stated that the only transfer he made 
on the 21st of August was the sale of 
bis horses to G. W. Cate, but on the 
same date placed mortgages on his 
property at the South Side. 
One 


mortgage was given to Miss Ferris, 
his sister-in-law, from whom he bor- 
rowed $1,100 about one year ago, and 
which money was received by the 
lady from tbe sale of property at Osh- 
kosh. The other mortgage was given 
to a Michigan man, a cousin, from 
whom $2,500 were borrowed nine or 
ten months ago. I gave him a note 
for 90 days, renewed note once, and 
it was past due twice when I gave 
him the mortgage. He wasn't crowd- 
ing me for pay, and was willing to 
extend 
upon renewing the nole. 


Others were 
crowding, 
however, 


executions were out against my 
property, but I chose to satisfy the 
Michigan man. 
Sanborn drew the 


mortgages and bill of sale. 
The 


witness spoke of the property west of 
the river, which he supposed he owned, 
but in reality 'belonged to F. B. 
Lamoreux, and although be paid taxes 
part of the time and Lamoreux part 
of the time, the true ownership was 
not discovered until a couple ot weeks 
ago. The last Saturday the bank was 
in existence, Burr said he borrowed 
$1,500 from J. P. Malick. To settle 
this account he gave him a deed for 
lands in the town of Carson, which 
were in the name of F. B. Lamoreux, 
and-also some land* in Marathon 
county. The balance, $500, was paid 
in cash or its equivalent. 
The wit- 


ness said he owned no other outside 
property of any particular value, other 
than 6 or 8 forties of marsh land. 


'At the stockholders meeting I val- 


ued B. B. P. at $12,500, considered 
him worth double that amount, but 
had no offer on him for any amount. 
Had an idea there w,is something 
coming from the races this year, but 
Brill said there was not. 
When the 


bill of sale was made to Cate he was 
at Grand Rapids, and It was given to 
secure him for matters due from me 
to him personally and to the firm, in- 
cluding $500 for stock, which he paid 
for in cash, $620 he had in the bank 
at the time it closed, about $450 due 
tbe Jackson Milling Co., $201 due 
from me as treasurer of the Episcopal 
church, $280 due to R. P. Smith, $100 
to a man at Dale, and $1,000 for legal 
services rendered and to be rendered. 
The sale was absolute, and there was 
no understanding as to securing San- 
born for his stock. 
Cate is the only 


stockholder that I have secured. 
Wanted his assistance and couldn't 
get it any other way. He assigned to 
me his claim against the bank. Brill 
received $950 for the sale of Maggie 
Sherman at Lexington. 


The Springville farm was deeded to 


F. B. Lamoreux at the time it was 
bought by father, and was mortgaged 
to McCulloch in March, 1895, to sat- 
isfy him for-a claim against me for 
$6,500. Lamoreux offered to give a 
mortgage on his house at the same 
time. This property was listed by 
me as belonging to me; don't know 
how I happened to do this ; can't offer 
any explanation. A farm in Iowa, 
valued at $3,500, was attached by 
McCulloch on his claim and sold, thff 
sale going by default. 
He said he 


still had property on the South Side, 
including a halt interest in the Em- 
nions lots, a bouse on Division street, 
and 10 or 12 lots in the Orrick prop- 
erty. For the sale of land to the 
Wright Lumber Co., $50,000 were re- 
ceived, and this was put in the bank 
except what was paid to McCulloch. 
The first payment to him was $15,000, 
and the balance was to be paid in in- 
stallments, the total consideration for 
his stock being $57,.">00. The sum of 
$3,000 was received from his father's 
life insurance, and this was credited 
to his wife In the bank. The $20,000 
Case note has been almost a complete 
loss, as is also the account ot the 
Eramons Lumber Co., he said, as 
there was nothing left but a little 
lumber. Lumber was sold from time 
to time, and this was used to pay 
bills. Other losses were those of the 
Claflin note and the Stevens Point 
Manf. Co., the latter concern owing 
the bank between $7,000 and $S,000. 


Mr. Burr said he made no invest- 


ments during pa§t four years, lost no 
money in speculations, but could not 
tell where the balance that should be 


la the bank went to. He said he bor- 
rowed $5,000 from the First National 
to pay McCulloch, and afterwards 
borrowed $2,500 more, for which they 
bold securities consisting of Plover 
Paper Co. and Stevens Point Box Co. 
•toe It. 


On Saturday afternoon the ex- 


mination was continued, time having 
been given Mr. Burr to look over tbe 
books and refresh his memory on 
certain questions asked. 
He said 


that he paid McCulloch $16,052.05 
from time to time from the bank 
earnings, and the balance was paid 
from other sources. Jan. 9, 1893, 
there was $60,000 of good capital 
Mock in the bank, and the Case 
account was figured in as good at the 
time bank closed in 1893. 
There 


other losses, Including that of 


field and 
Ferguson, 
between 


',000 and $8,000 each, but can't 


.11 any others that figure over 


,000. Of the Wright money $37- 
i.23 were paid to tbe bank, and 
flist $10,000 was paid McCulloch. 


The total amount of claims against 
the bank when it closed last April 
was $32,000, and $3,000 of this was a 
eertiflcate 'of deposit of his wife. 
Ills claim against the bank amouuts 
to between $35,000 and $40,000, and 
there Is one note of $5,000 which 
lie never received credit for according 
to the books. From May, 1890, to 
August, 1893, the firm of Burr & Son 
nj»d a running account or over-draft 
with the bank. The cost of the 
$29,000 of Plover Paper Co. stock was 
§8,000. Can't remember of any person- 
al losses, neither of the firm of Burr 
ft Son, and can't explain why I drew 
out of the bank more than 1 put in. 
Tbe witness said he has no money, 
neither has his wife, and be gave 
ipne away. His wife does not own 
a Dickie's worth of property. Tbe 
bank was solvent just before It closed 
in the spring of 1893, and he took a 
credit of $9,000 from tbe surplus at 
tbe time. 
He loaned $8,450 in 1891, 


to D. V. Bean, when tbe latter was 
logging on tbe Plover, a portion of 
wbich was paid. There was also a 
loss of $2,000 in the Vosburg account. 
Father and I owned $5,500 in stock 
in the International bank ot Amherst, 
and I surrendered the stock to satisfy 
a claim ag&inst the Commercial, 
signing father's stock with bis and 
my name, as sole heir. Tbe stock 
wasn't transferred to me. 
Would 


owe tbe bank about $60,000 as a 
member of the firm of Burr & Son, 
Emmons & Co. and Case & Co., pro- 
viding am not entitled to any credits. 
In 1890 the bank had a surplus of 
$80,000, when It belonged to him 
individually. 
All the real estate in 


the city, some $20,500, in which he is 
interested, is as the heir of Benj. 
Burr. In April, 1894, tbe bank had 
a capital of $60,000, and can't think 
of over $10,200 losses since then. 
July 2d, 1892, there was a surplus of 
$62,332.10, according to the report 
sent to the state treasurer, and on 
the 5th it was reversed to surplus 
account of E. Burr. The same facts 
exist according to the books on Dec. 
31st, 1892, and Jan. 3d, 1893. 
July 


1st, 1893, the bank surplus was $30,- 
526,Cl, and this was changed to E. 
Burr surplus account July 6th. Can't 
expluiu this without talking to Louie. 


Judge Cate was then put on the 


stand, and said Burr owed his firm 
about $280 when the transfer of 
horses was made, and the balance of 
$1,000 was for services yet unrendcrcd. 
The amount represented in the sale 
was about $3,000, including $500 paid 
for stock and a like amount for which 
he would be holding, Burr having 
agreed to save him harmless just 
previous to the closing of the bank, 
in case anything should happen. lie 
went to him twice at that time, and 
had this agreement. Mr. Gate stated 
that if any creditor wants the bill of 
sale they can have it at the face 
value, and if there is anything left 
after the horses are sold, the creditors 
will receive tbe benefit. 
Further he 


would say, however, that he under- 
stands Louis Brill has a claim of 
about $7,000 against the horses. 
It 


was upon Burr's personal promise to 
keep him harmless, before the bank 
failed, that he allowed his money to 
remain. 


More Hay Burned. 


Between 75 and 100 tons of hay 


have burned on the big rnarsh in 
Huuna Vista, this week. The flre 
was confined to the Duck creek sec- 
tion, and men have been fighting to 
keep it from spreading for several 
days. Seward Witt, of Plover, was 
among the heaviest losers, his loss 
amounting to about 30 tons. The 
rain of last night seems to have 
cnccked the flre very materially.

The Stevens Polnt-Eau Claire foot

Fixing Salaries of Employes. 


An interesting paper, a proposed 


bill before Congress regulating the 
salaries of postolllce employes, was 
read by Henry J. Finch, assistant 
postmaster, before tne Forum Club, 
lant Friday evening. 
Mr. Finch 


showed the great injustice to em- 
ployes under the present system, and 
while the present law defines that 
clerks, stampers, etc., shall not re- 
ceive less than $400 per annum, the 
head of the department has it within 
his power to cut this amount within 
the appropriation, so that in most 
second class offices they do not receive 
over $300, with no extra allowance 
or vacations. Mail carriers receive 
$600 for the first year and $850 for 
each subsequent year in cities of the 
second class, and have fifteen days 
vacation each year. The new bill 
proposes to make $600 the minimum 
salary of clerks, with an increase ac- 
cording to service, and is an induce- 
ment for young men of ability to 
enter the service. While the post- 
offlce department is not self-support- 
ing at the present time, by between 
seven and eight millions of dollars, 
this could be regulated, the speaker 
said, by not allowing publishers of 
fiction and periodicals that have no 
value other than as an advertisement 
of patent medicines, etc., to take ad- 
vantage of the postal laws that should 
be for the benefit of legitimate news- 
papers only.

Fifty County Teachers Hold a Very Suc- 


cessful Meeting at Amherst, Last 


Saturday.—A Beadabie Beport. 


The sixth meeting of the Portage 


County Teachers' Association was 
called to order by Supt. Hanson, at 
Amherst, last Saturday, and formally 
opened by singing "America." 
Supt. 


Hanson then called Principal O. II. 
Day to the chair and presented an 
outline method in history. lie began 
by asking several teachers present the 
question what were the 
objective 


pjints In the civil war? '-Teachersas 
a rule" said the Supt., "do not study 
history correctly. 
They can give 


good descriptions of battles, while 
they seem to know very little of the 
campaigns In which such, battles were 
fought." 
He then read several 


answers, copied from examination 
papers, written by teachers of ex- 
perience, to show that his statement 
was true. After the Supt.'s outline 
of the work done by the Army of the 
Potomac had been placed upon the 
black board and copied by the teach- 
ers, he invited discussion. 
A spirited 


debate followed, ID wbicb many of 
the teachers participated. A short 
intermission 
was 
then 
granted. 


Meeting called to order and Supt. 
started a discussion on school pro- 
grams. 
During this discussion, in 


which many of the teachers took part, 
it was shown that the great unmber 
of classes usually found in a country 
school could be consolidated 
and 


graded according to the manual, so 
as to save both work and time.

Every farmor'H l>oy known that ordinari- 


ly the watermelon requires a great deal of 
moisture before, It will grow well. It also 
generally requires t>hado. In tho eitht the 
wutormelou patch la frequently in gome 
cool or moist Corner of tho cornfield, where 
tho growing vines will soon bo ovorehad 
owed by the fctalkg of corn. 
This is not 


merely for the benefit of Mich neighboring 
boys as may desire to oat watermelons 
without disturbing tho general public, but 
It in also for the benefit of tho melons them- 
selves. 


Boyp accustomed to look for melons In 


such plaoe.B as that would bo surprised to 
find them In this countrv lying out on the 
open jirairiu, where t!:u hot sun glares 
down on them all day long, with never a 
cloud to interpose and never a tree or a 
bush for shade as far as tho oyo can reach. 
Sometimes not a drop of rain falls from 
tho time the seed is planted in the spring 
until tlici inolon is eaten in tho early sum- 
mer. 
Yet they thrive. And such melons 


as tlioro are tool 
Tjting, Blunder ones and 


big round ones; liKbti green ones, dark 
green ones and striped ones — and all pon- 
derous, big follows. To come some morn- 
ing about sunrise, while it Is yet eool, and 
soo a vast stretch of suoh fruit nnstling 
down amid the short, curly mosquito grass 
on some 40 or 80 acres of land is enough 
to mtiko a win to man's mouth water like 
that uf a horse in n field of new clover und 
to make a black man drop dead in his 
tracks from derangement of the. hourt 
functions. 
This is nothing, though, com- 


pared to Coming to such a pal eh about 
Boon, when tho vertical rays of t ho sun 
are pouring down at their fiercest and 
when your throat is parciied with a thirst 
that la fiercer Blill. At Hiich a time as this 
you slip your loft arm through tho bridle 
roln of your tired pony, lift soino long, 
striped inolon with both hands, drop it 
and allow it to break in some half a dozen 
plocos. Then you gulp down groat mouth- 
fuls of tho juicy, watery, rod pulp and for- 
got that there is not a rivor or crook or 
•prlng or drop of surface water of any kind 
for 80 mile* around. 
Then you pause for 


a moment and think of tho wonderful 
power that can enable tho small vine to 
find go much water in so dry n land. Then 
you break one or two especially big, juicy 
melons fur tho benefit of your pony, who 
has already been tmlfflug at them a llttla 
impatiently. It you uogloot olthor thin 
thought or this deed, you are a lueanoi" 
bruto than this same pony — which la say- 
Ing a groat deal. 


Tho method of cultivating watermelons 


on the staked plains in comparatively sim- 
ple. In consists in making a small hole 
in tho ground and dropping a seed into it. 
Aftor this tho training of tho melon Is left 
to tho melon itsolf. In some places you 
find what are known as wild watermelons, 
but it is commonly believed that these 
come up where tame ineloiiH have been 
thrown away, and thoir seeds have found 
a uhanco lodgment lu tho (-oil of thu prai- 
rie. 


It Is easy to find a partial explanation 


as to how tho melons subsist in suoh a dry 
region 
The explanation Invohos an un- 


derstanding of tlui water supply on tho 
plains, which In itself 
i.s. a remarkable 


matter. Dry 'is tills country i.s, ono can 
find v*ator any where in it by digging about 
50 feet for it 
By boring a hnlo to that 


depth and inserting a two inch pipo ono 
obtains n water supply which It is Impos- 
sible to exhaust. It Heoms that a vast 
shoot of water underlies this whole region. 
This shoot of wiitor is evidently coimldera- 
bly higher than tho le\el of tho country 
Just s mth and east of thn HtaUod plains. 
Tho plains prupnr begin with Polo Du\a 
Canyon, whc.ro rooky bluffs suddenly rise 
precipitously to tho height of from 120 to 
200 feet 
Tho level oC tho vast shoot of 


subterranean water referred to iic\ idonlly 
fiom 70 to IfiO feet, higher than this adja- 
cent country, and why tho water duob not 
run out i.s a my.sterv. 
Some peculiar for- 


mation of rocks lilxo tho run of a wahhba- 
bin must, account fur it. 
This water is 


clear and cool, and it is as good for all 
purposes as any In tho world 
Many peo- 


ple who lm\o studied tho matter hellev) 
that by vising windmills to draw this wa- 
ter to the hiirfaco for purposes of Irrigation 
the whole problem of agriculture in this 
arid country enti eventually be solved. 


There aro several reasons why tho "Pan- 


handle" of Texas has not, attracted any 
more attention than it 1ms in tho water- 
melon markets of tho \\orld 
To begin 


vllli, the only railroad passing through 
the country is tho ]A>rt Worth and Doiuer. 
Many carloads of melons nre shipped o\or 
this line eiory season to Denver, but they 
aru nil consumed In tlio Hoeky mountain 
region, and hence attract little or lui at- 
tention in the east Then, again, the a\er-

A NATIONAL LUTHER LEAGUE. 


It WHI Ilo • Cort of Chrlntlan Kndwiror 


»<x;l««ty Limited tu liUtlirraiM. 


Tho yoaug Lutherans of the country 


aro MXHJ to fonn in a convt-ntioii at 
PitUbuig a Naliuii.i] Lutlxr league, an 
ordei somewhat nvseiiibliiij.; the Youug 
People's Society of Christian Kndeuvor, 
which has been such a power for good 
for a number of yearn. Lutheran cocie- 
ties of various nitiucp hiive beoi) iu exist- 
ence for u long tune past, but the first 
society to adopt the name Luther league 
was organized by K. F. Kilerfc of St. 
John's German church, New York city, 
in 1888, and Eilert became its president. 
The fcaino year several of the societies 
•were formed into a Central Luther 
league and the scheme proved such a 
power for good and such a strong right 
arm of tho churches to which the va- 
rious societies belonged that in 1889 the 
first state Luther league was formed by 
20 societies in New York state. The 
leading spirit of the enterprise was 
Eilert, who was elected president. 


Tho idea proved so successful in 


bringing together the young people of 
the various divisions of the church and 
interesting them in its work that in 
1802 
Pennsylvania wheeled into line 


with a etate division that possessed a

large membership. Kansas was the next 
to join tho movement, and a state di- 
vision was formed ij 1898. The Illinois 
Luthor league, with 1,500 members, 
entered the field last June, and but a 
few months ago New Jersey was the 
fifth state to jom hands with the young 
Christian workers. If tlio league con- 
tinues to grow at the sumo rate that has 
marked its progress thnt» far, it will ere 
long rival the Christian Endeavor as a 
factor in church work. 


In the United States and Canada there 


are abuQt 7,000,000 baptized membra 
of the Lutheran church and nearly 
1,500,000 communicant members. Some 
of them do not agree on minor points 
and have organized different synods, but 
they are all Lutherans in the true sense 
of the word, using Luther's catechism 
Olid subscribing to the Augsburg con- 
fession. In one respect at least the Lu- 
ther league differs from the Christian 
Endeavor. The league is limited to Lu- 
therans exclusively, while all denomi- 
nations find the Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety open to them.

He marie 
Arkansas his homo in 1870, and each 
your sineo then has steadily improved 
his condntoti in life. He first mado a 
notable success as a lawyer, and then de- 
Vutwi iiiiiieuU 10 politics with such abil- 
ity that ho \vas elected to the legislature 
in 1887, to tho senate in 1889, to the 
presidency of tho senate n short time 
later, to toe attorney gonerr.Wiip of the 
State in 1892 and to the governorship iu 
1894. 
Ho is naturally quite well satis- 


fled with his progress thus far, but is 
still ambitious to continue rising, and, 
it is mid, is casting longing eyes on the 
scat in the United States senate occupied 
by James K. Jones, whose term will ex- 
pire Match 8.

A Kol.lH-r Band That Captured ltd Vic- 


tim* Iu • Jiovel Blanuer. 


"When 1 was in Nebraska, ueur tho 


Snuku river, north of thu Great Situd hill, 
In 1800," B«»)d a Lewldtoncitizen, "wehad 
four camps fcltunted about 18 miles apart, 
und to go from Thorno'scamp to Dunham 
cump it was necessary to go through a 
long piece of pine woodn. For a number of 
months ovory one who had gone through 
the woods alone never came back. One 
day it was nocoswiry that I should go 
through with a lot of monoy and no escort, 
and 1 net out on a horwj that I got from a 
stable keeper nuur Thornu camp. When I 
hud nearly reached the woods five miles 
out, my horso was tukon ill and foaming 
at tho mouth and refused to go on. Clear- 
ly to my mudlcal eye it had boon poisoned 
slightly by some one.

Soon what looked like a hunter came along 
on a horse and offered to swap, taking 
mino back to the stable if I would leave 
MB near Dunham camp with a trappor. I 
ought to have seen through this, but did 
not.'' I got on to tho powerful horse of the 
Etnin^cr and started through the five miles 
of woods. Half way through, without ap- 
parent reason, the horso broke into a trot, 
a gallop und finally a run, and dashing off 
tho trail through tho woods, picked his 
way among trees as nicely as if ho hod 
g(iu« that wny 100 times. Pull as I would 
ut thi) bridlo, ho paid no attention, but 
ran thu faster. When he had leaped a brook 
nml landed on the sund boyond, the marks 
of footprints alarmed mo, and I slipped off 
at tlio risk of my hfo 
Ho ran on up a ra- 


\lno and I bid, fearing that it was a trap, 
us it afterward proved. In a littlo while 
thru) imin armed -with rifles came back on 
the tnnl, ono riding tho horse, now as 
c.ilm as a Iamb. I picked ruy way to the 
ruiul and Rot to tho camp 


"Two «coks later 19 of us followed a 


man who hired a horso at tho same place 
I did It was taken ill, and tho saino trap- 
per came along on the saino horse. 
When 


tho horso dashed into tho woods ns ho had 
buon trained to do, 19 of us dashed uftor 
him, and finally arrived at » mountain 
camp <>t tho robbers Wo took every man— 
sovun of thorn, and—well, law was not 
well supported out thoro then, and no 
court bat nearer than S300 miles. We didn't 
curry tho rascals away from their own 
ciimpfiro. Tho trained horso mot the fate 
of. its owners."—Lowlstoii Journal.

•hull of the museum, he led them over the 
building, pointing out the great things 
that had boon achieved and the still great- 
er things that wore to follow if his plan 
WM carried out.

overhear two intelligent legislators, evi- 
dently farmers, who wore considering the 
propriety of giving tho proposed legislative

litzer settled himself in the chair as 
head of the New York World he made 
no such declaration. 
But he "staid." 


It IB remembered that the other New 


York newspapers derived much amuse- 
ment from Joseph for a time. They 
held up to the general acorn of the 
public his "•western methods." They 
even published burlesque stories of 
his alleged accent. 
The Herald called 


The World a'"gift enterprise sheet," 
and The Sun, which "shines for 
all," 


teemed with sparkling editorials, the 
burden of which was that "Pulitzer 
must move on." Well, he has "moved 
on ""to a larger circulation apparently 
than that of any other American news- 
paper, and to a point of profit making 
that is simply fabulous. 


No doubt it is to some extent at least 


the unparalleled success of The World 
under Joseph Pulitzer that has induced 
Mr. Hearst to try his luck in the New 
York field. But he has before him an 
example of a western journalist who 
did not succeed in New York, that ho 
has also considered, no doubt, as care- 
fully as he has that of Mr. Pulitzer. 
The Journal, which Mr. Hearst has 
jnst bought, was established by Albert 
Pulitzer, a brother of Joseph, as a low 
grade 1 cent newspaper. 
For a time it 


was phenomenally successful, and Al- 
bert Pulitzer realized a fortune from it. 
But for some reason he could not keep 
it np to the standard, and when ho sold 
out to John B. McLean, owner of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, it was understood 
that the profits from The Journal's pub- 
lication had como to be much reduced. 


When McLean, who is a man of largo 


wealth, took the paper from Pulitzer, 
he doubled and trebled its expenses in a 
short time. Ho put an enormous staff of 
reporters at work, he paid big salaries, 
he enlarged the paper, and he began to 
publish what would be termed "exclu- 
sives" in Boston, "beats" in New York 
and''scoops" in Cincinnati. Many there 
were who bought the paper that had 
never bought it before. 
These nodded 


their heads and chuckled and declared 
that McLean was about to make as great 
a revolution in Now York journalism as 
Joseph Pulitzer had a few years before. 
But somehow The Journal didn't go, 
and McLean backed out. 
Now all the 


world in New York and a pretty fair 
sprinkling of it outside are waiting 
to see what Hearst will do with The 
Journal. Ho has two and a half times 
as much wealth, it is said, as John R. 
McLean had, Hearst's resonrces being 
reported to be $25,000,000 and Mc- 
Lean's $10,000,000. 


W. R. Hearst is a young man, the son 


of the late Senator Hearst of California. 
Ho was educated at Harvard, where ho 
mixed np with The Harvard Lampoon. 
He went to work upon Tbe Examiner 
shortly after his graduation, and he 
spent great sums of money in pushing 
the paper. Plenty of California^ shook 
their heads at the beginning of bis ca- 
reer as publisher. They said he knew 
nothing about newspapers, excepting 
how to ruin them, and declared that the 
Hearst millions would bo dissipated in 
a comparatively short time unless the 
young man's extravagances were shortly 
locked after. In spite of those predic- 
tions The Examiner moved on day by day 
in tbo direction of success, young Hearst 
showing that, at least so far an San Fran- 
cisco was concerned, he knew about what 
the people like to read and would buy. 


Mr. Hearst i* a pleasant young man, 


modest in appearance and apparel and 
of engaging •ddre*8. He in * great club- 
man, and he owns a steam yacht, a 
luxury which few can afford. 
For his

houses, jails and slums of the nations 
from which they come. 
Surely none 


can fail to see that such a collection 
of criminals and paupers as has been 
mercilessly landed on our shores for a 
century—though it may prove an es- 
cape valve: a means of purification 
to Europe—can be nothing else than 
a serious draw back to all good citi- 
zens of our country, of whatever na- 
tionality they may be, for taxation 
must support these paupers and pay 
the effects of crimes committed by the 
vicious rot to speak of their political 
influence as voters. 


Let us, then, remembering our com- 


mon enemy, unite in hearty approval 
of all legislation for the protection 
and benefit of all worthy citizens and 
institutions of our conntry.

tioned going away, and said ite would 
go\home to Indianapolis.

Then he went away 
saying he •» as going to St. Louis. Late 
we went to m> mother's home in Frank- 
lin, Ind.

for cheap 
and 
counterfeit 


precious stones. Astonishing quan- 
tities of these arc now disposed of iu 
Europe to the peasants, who care more 
for glitter than for quality. Immense 
numbers of them also are exported- - 
particularly to the United States. They 
are mounted in cheap settings at Provi- 
dence and Attleboro, the bulk of them 
going to the west, where they furnish 
a favorite article of merchandise for 
fakirs. 


Great quantities of agates are cut at 


Idar for sale to African savages. These 
must have peculiar forms, such as are 
demanded by various tribes. The lat- 
ter commonly are so particular that 
they will not accept them at all unless 
furnished in the shape to which they 
are accustomed. 
Mr. Stewart Culln, 


a famous expert in such matters, in- 
forms the writer that primitive people 
generally prefer stones of a green color. 
Nearly all Egyptian amulets are made 
of green porcelain, glazed. Green is the 
color of life and symbolic of the vital 
principle.

This latter fact from 
a modern point of view, cannot be 
looked upon as a disadvantage for Rus- 
sia, "as Witte is a clever, determined, 
strong-willed man, who will go to any 
limits if necessary. 
Such a man. who 


is at the same time able to execute bis 
political plans, who does not go bait 
way or give up, has long been wanting 
in Russia. But the striking retirement 
o£ the Czar and his young wife causes 
much comment and a feeling of uncer- 
tainty. They avoid all intercourse 
with others, when possible, and even 
avoid giving audiences to the foreign 
ambassadors. 
The audience of the 


French ambassador, M. Montebello, was 
only accomplished by the appeal of the 
minister of finance to the 
Dowager 


Empress. 
And then the continual 


shoving forward of the Dowager Em- 
press on all occasions, and other things 
add to the discontent. We hear even of 
attempts on the life of the Czar made 
in Peterhof palace, fortunately without 
serious consequences. 
The truth as to 


these reports is difficult to get at. 
The 


officials deny that such things happen, 
as a matter of principle; at least one 
never hears the full truth from them. 
The foreign ministers resident here 
know absolutely nothing of what goes 
on behind the scenes. Those who Ao 
happen to know dare not talk. Inves- 
tigations also lead to naught. 


"But in the last few weeks, certainly, 


no attempt on the life of the Czar has 
been made. The retirement of the Em- 
peror is assuredly artificial. 


"Recently, it is said a diplomat went 


to Peterhof and asked for an audience, 
but lie was told that the Czar and 
Czarina were ill and could not receive 
him. 
Perhaps the Dowager Empress, 


If the minister wished it, might be the 
go-between. 
The ambassador did not 


wish this and returned to St. Peters- 
burg. 


"Again the people are excited because 


the coronation of the young pair has not 
taken place. 
They do not like to have

slate of affairs in Russia. In Russia 
the Czar and Czarina are not looked up- 
on as 'ftuTuntll they have been crowned 
in the Kremlin of Moscow.

It ba« members in nearly 
every state, and includes among its lead- 
era many well known persons, such aa 
Jacob A. Riis, William 6. Rowland, R. 
A. Torrey, John G. Woolley and others. 
Ite secretary i» ROT. John C. Collins of 
New Haven, the same who has only re- 
cently established a rammer colony on 
the Ocean Qrove plan among the moun- 
tains of North Carolina. 


The association was organized in 1886, 


when a convention was held in Chicago. 
Subsequent conventions have been held 
in Mew York, Detroit, Buffalo, Hart-

ford, Washington, Boston and Atlanta, 
and year by year the membership of the 
association and the number of delegates 
present at the conventions have in- 
creased. "The root idea of these con- 
ventions, " says one of the most earnest 
members of the association, "is that 
they shall be expositions of the diversity 
of ministrations by which men and wom- 
en have been led of the spirit in the 
work of winning souls. The result ia a 
spiritualizing and energizing of agencies 
for Christian work, and the stirring up 
and bringing into active relations of 
many who for various reasons have not 
hitherto been thns active." Tne conven- 
tions are held to be of especial value to 
pastors, since they not only afford the 
means of studying closely the men who 
are most successful as evangelists, mis- 
sion workers, pastors and otherwise, but 
they bring ont new helpers and make 
the adoption of new methods possible. 


The Rev. John C. Collins, secretary 


and chief executive officer of the associ- 
ation, has held that office for a number 
of years, and has filled it with great suc- 
cess. Be is a graduate both of Yale col- 
lege and Yale theological seminary. 
Upon leaving the seminary he entered 
at once npon city missionary work in 
New York. There bis duties consisted 
in preaching Sunday evenings in a large 
centrally located hall, in conducting a 
Sunday school, in attending the police 
courts regularly for the purpose of 
studying the fallen masses and aiding 
the unfortunate and in carrying on sav- 
ings banks and clubs for boys. Certain- 
ly he must have been kept reasonably 
busy. 


After he hud been thus engaged for a 


time he founded a remarkable work 
among street boys, which has bincc been 
extended into various cities in different 
parts of tho country. By its operations 
tens of thousands of boys have been 
brought under religious influences who 
must otheWi&e have been left entirely 
outside the pale. 
It was Mr. Collins 


also who organized and 
introduced 


among the masses of city population the 
plan of saving small sums, called the 
Penny Savings bank, which has proved 
to be of such great material benefit to 
thousands of poor boys. 
He was also 


active, together with the late Colonel 
George K, Clarke of Chicago, in the 
movement which resulted iu the forma- 
tion of the present association, and to 
him has been intrusted the chief execu- 
tive work of carrying on the work of 
the association ever since its formation. 
Ho was ordained to tho Christian minis- 
try as an evangelist by the Congrega- 
tionalista of New Haven in 1886. 


No notice of the Christian Workers' 


association would be complete without 
a mention of tho Rev. B. Pay Mill", the 
evangelist, who has been one of its 
chief pillars and who is known for his 
energetic and effective Christian work 
almost from one end of the laml to the 
other. He is still a comparatively voting 
man and is as pleasing J7i his address as 
he is earnest in his work. He wan grad- 
uated from Lake Forest university in 
1879, and HO has been in the work not 
more than 15 years, but tho number of 
persons who have shown an intf-rfst in 
things spiritual under his preaching is 
very great. He aids tho association con- 
tinually by suggestion and advice and 
is always an active delegat" at the con- 
ventions. 


Jacob A. Riis, another of those whoso 


names are identified with tho associa- 
tion, is perhaps best known from his 
exhaustive study of the underside of 
metropolitan life, which led tohix writ- 
ing the now famous book, "How tho 
Other Half Lives." Ho is a Dane, bnt 
he has succeeded in penetrating deeper 
into the mysteries of American tene- 
ment house existence than »ny one etee 
who has eMayw) to comprehend it 


FOX AND NAPOLEON. 


Th* Kaeltih Btetenmau WM KMcltuted by 


the flnit Con»uL 


During tli« summer of 1809 Fox jour- 


neyed to Paris, where ho wasproiwnUM to 
Uimupiirto t-nrly in SvptitmlXT. 
Tlio Eng- 


lish ht;vU>MiK>M was hiM-'ImiU'il, aud, al- 
though the lir»t consul (i»id nothing dcll- 
nito or prt'olse, hl» visitor de[>!irttxl oou- 
vluoutl ttmt his host (Kwiml uothing but 
poucu with a llburul policy both iMuostio 
ami forolgn as fur »s was consistent with 
lufety. 
Hut tho attacks of the English 


prou boctimu uouo the lus* virulent lu cou- 
loqueuou of Fox's fitvorublo report or of 
bin brilliant defense of Fruuce from his 
place lu ptkrlltmieut. Toward the close of 
Jauuury Tttlliiynuid ronioustnitttd with 
Whltworth, this time giving point to his 
remonstrance by a plump demand as to 
what England Intended to do about Malta. 
Whltworth replied that he wns without in- 
structions and made an evasive answer, 
hinting that tho king's opinion of tho 
changts which had taken place iu Europe 
lliioo tho treaty might bo of Importance in 
determining him a* to tho disposal of tho 
bland. This was the first official intima- 
tion that England did not intend to keep 
her promise. 


A few days later Scbaatlanl returned 


from tho oast, and on Jan. 80, 1803, The 
Mouitcurpubli»hoU his thorough und care- 
ful report. It was a long document, fully 
explaining every source of English weak- 
ness in tho orient and setting forth the 
possibilities of re-establishing Frouoh col- 
onies In Egypt nnd tho Lovnut. There was 
only one menacing phrase, but it expressed 
•n unpalatable truth that "6,000 French 
troops could now conquer Egypt." The 
publication in England of thla paper raised 
a tremendous popular storm, and It has 
pleased many historians to regard Bona- 
parte's course as a virtual declaration of 
war. In reality it was moroly a French 
Roland for tho English Oliver. If England 
Intended to keep Malta, let her bewaro of 
her prestige in the oast. Had Bonaparto 
Intended to act on Sebustlani's report ho 
certainly would not havo published it. Of 
course the English populace utterly failed 
to grusp so nloo a point, and tho Incident 
so strained tho relations of France and 
England that all Europe saw tho impend- 
ing crisis—ouo or tho other or both must 
consent to a modification of tho treaty In 
respect to Malta, or there would bo war.— 
"Life of Napoleon," by Professor William 
M. Sloauo, iu Century. 


THE FIRST BICYCLE RIDER. 


THE KINQ CURE OVERALLS 


He Halli From Chicago nnd Boldly Makes 


Thin Claim. 


"I rodo the first bicycle in America. If 


any other man claims to havo douo so, I 
would like to hoar from him, but I don't 
believe there Is such a man." 


So says Mr. John William Tyler of 31 


East Monroo street*. Tho pioneer of the 
millions who now flit on wheels all over 
this broad continent is a middle aged man, 
well built, with dark hair and eyes. In 
early life Mr. Tyler was a gymnast. Ho 
Is now a jeweler. During his apprentice- 
ship as a jeweler ho was a reader of a mag- 
azine, lu which be one day came across a 
paragraph which interested, him very 
much. It dealt with the Improvements 
made to tho bicycle, or velocipede, as it 
was then called, by the brothers Hanlon, 
who were surprising Paris by their exploits 
on tho new machine. 


At this time the riding of a bicycle was 


considered rather as a gymnastic exercise, 
to bo undertaken only by tho very skillful. 
Thus It appeared to Mr. Tyler, and ho at 
onoo ordered a velocipede from the adver- 
tised manufacturer in Mew York, who had 
purchased the patent from the Hanlons. 
Said Mr. Tyler: 


"After 
having waited about throe 


months the velocipede came at lost. It 
camo o. o. d., with a bill for f 00 and a let- 
ter from the manufacturers stating that I 
hod glveu them tholr first order, and the 
cause of the long delay was their not being 
ready to manufacture. From tho illustra- 
tion of tho machine I thought it would 
cost only f 10 or f 10, and I wns not ready 
to pay $00. A friend, however, camo to 
my relief and paid the bill, telling mo 
that I could give exhibitions on tho ma- 
clilno and In that way soon bo ablo to pay 
him back, which I did, there bolng plenty 
of people then in America willing to pay 
for tho privilege of seeing a man ride a 
velocipede. I hired un Inclosed arena, and 
people paid to come in nnd HOC me ride, 
and tluit full I established a velocipede 
school in Wilkosbnrro. My wheel attracted 
much InttTO t—became so popular, in fact, 
that articles in reference to it appeared in 
a great many nowhpapors."—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

The boys brought big stones and firewood. 
Those wore piled up nil along one sldo ot 
the trench. l!lie wood was then net flro to 
and was goon blazing, while the •tones on 
the top wore getting hot. 


While, the lire was burning one sldo lit- 


tle bundle* of something white and soft 
wore bolng undone from the clean leaves 
that contained them. This was the paste 
Aut of which the pudding was to bo made. 


Thoro was no Hour, suet, eggs, milk, 


plums or currants in It. It was the panto 
of a native vegetable called taro and old 
cocoanut, both grated very fine and mixed 
together. A long pudding cloth waa laid 
along the side of tho trench, and in It the 
pudding was carefully wrapped. It wan 
not calico or linen, but nice clean banana 
loaves. 
Over this long ooooauut loaves 


were platted. 


When tho stones wore hot enough, Rome 


were quickly laid along tho bottom of the 
trench; thon tho long pudding was laid on 
tho top of thom and then nome more stones 
at tho sides and on tho top. 


Soino girls had brought heaps of leaves 


to lay over tho top to keep tho hetib and 
gtcain in, and tho earth which had lioon 
3ug out of the trench was thrown over 
tho top. 


Tho cooks and pudding niakora all went 


to sleep and left tins stars to watch their 
cookery. Next morning at 8 tho whole 
village wan atttir, men, women ami chil- 
dren all In holiday attire. 


It was noon uncovered and was found to 


be well done. Long poles wore brought 
and laid tho whole length. Those wore 
fastened to tho pudding by small vines, 
canes, etc. It was thon rolled out of tho 
trench on one title, tihort sticks wore made 
fast crosswise to tho polos, and all was 
ready for taking up. 


About 100 men and boys then raised it 


on tholr shoulders, and with one tremen- 
dous shout started toward my house, ac- 
companied by tho whole village. 


I measured it boforo carving and found 


It was £04 foot long—two feet longer than 
the monument of .London la high. 
It 


measured 18 Inches in circumference. 
It 


was soon carved into pieces four yards 
long, and those wore distributed all over 
the land, men carrying AS much padding 
as their strength would allow to distant 
villages.—English Exchange.

How IdtrKe Mew Zealand !•• 


New Zealand is popularly supposed 


to be a group of comparatively unim- 
portant islands lying close oil the coast 
of Australia and subject to what is 
vaguely termed "the Australian govern- 
ment." 


As a matter of fact, gays a California 


•writer, it is about equal in area to the 
British islands, is distant some 1,200 
miles from the neighboring continent, 
is an independent, self governing colo- 
ny and possesses more beautiful and va- 
ried scenery than any other gingle ooun-. 
try of the world except the United 
States. This colony consists of two large* 
islands aud a third small one, called 
Stewart island, to the south. 


The two large islands are properly 


en Hod tho North island and the Middle 
island, but in ordinary language the 
Middle island is termed the South is- 
land. AB the South island is nearer to 
tho antarctic circle than the North is- 
land, it has, especially in its southern- 
most part, a cold climate. The North 
island has a warm enough climate to 
cause the oleander and camellia to bloom 
luxuriantly, and in its northernmost 
part the orange grows well 


Chain. 


The best cabinet makers insist that 


mahogany is entirely too brittle a wood 
for the manufacture of chairs, since it 
does not resist the strain of use. Ma- 
hogany is particularly unfit for chair 
rungs, and the factory made chairs us- 
ually have rungs of cheaper wood stain* 
ed to imitate mahogany. 
Maple is re- 


garded as a much more durable wood 
for chuiis than mahogany. In fact, it is 
said to be better for chairs than oak. 
The competition of the factories has bad 
a good deal to do with the unwilling- 
ness of the best cabinet makers to man- 
ufacture chairs. The factory made chair 
can be sold for half tho price of a cabi- 
net made chair. The best of the former 
are often very durable, especially in 
houses that are not overheated in win- 
tor, 
but they lack the perfection of fin- 


ish, especially in decoration, that one 
sees in tho cabinet inadu chuh-s sent out 
by tho bust shops. Tho cheapest factory 
made chairs arc shameful counterfeits of 
stain and glno, ready to fall to pieces 
with tho slightest strain.—Now York 
Sun.
